GEN. SHAFTER’ S HEADQUARTERS, IN THE FIELD, BEFORE SAN- 
TIAGO, July 2, via Kingston, Jamaica, July 5.—Spanish officers captured at El 
Caney state that the losses to the, Spanish there numbered 500. 

Three women were killed by the American fire. 

The division hospitals contajn 402 of our wounded soldiers. 

The trails from here to the front are still lined with men who were wounded in 
vesterday’s engagement. Many wounded men are still being found in the bushes. 

It is utterly impossible to give an estimate of the dead. Many probably never 
will be found. The bodies lie in the undergrowth, where the poor unfortunates 
crawled after being shot. f 

Three-fourths of the casualties occurred before any assault was made and while 
the men were waiting in the packed road under the fire, of the Spaniards. A few 
were wounded in the morning firing. Several were struck by guerrillas, who are still 
potting from the tree tops. The Cuban allies were practically no aid in yesterday § 
fight. In the San Juan fight 50 of them fought well. 

Gens. Wheeler (despite illness) and Lawton are still at the front. Here at head- 
quarters general officers and all hands, except a few outposts, are sleeping, utterly 
exhausted.

Our men are very, very tired. They have found that war—real war—is not a 

play spell. They fought all ‘day yesterday. They dug trenches all last night. 
The strong position we took yesterday is a series of be: Lutiful grassy knolls. 
Here and there are houses with red-tiled roofs and great wide porches. The Span- 
ish trenches now held by our men are long, narrow, deep pits, just as one sees 
in the streets of American citfes when the contractor is laying water mains. 

There are literally stacks of Spanish dead to the right of our line, There has not 
yet been time to bury them and they remain exposed. Many of them are dressed in 
poor ¢triped clothing, like prison garb. 

These trenches where our men lie form the advanced line. Back of them in 
the shelter of the grassy knolls are the reserves, crouching In the grass. 

There is one road leading through dense woods to the foot of our position. This 
road st'll leads literally into the “Valley of the Shadow of Death" from the Span- 
ish fire. 

There is no disputing the fact that there are some splendid sharpshooters among 
They pick off our men even as they are lying In the trench. Once 
soane poor fellow tum bles over In the ditch. 
until noon to-day desperate Spanish guerrillas lurked 
back in the forest, now and then potting passing Americans. it was almost im- 
possible to catch them.

It is regarded as likely that Admiral Sampson will iramodianail 
ly—perbaps to-day—attack the fortifications at the entrance of the 
harber and force his way into the Bay of Santiago. Once there he 
wili be able to command the city absolutely. 

It is fully realized that the attempt to force an entrance to 


the harbor will be a hazardous venture, while the shore Aebiriin-53 ”

that Sampsons fleet had already entered the harbor. This could 
not be confirmed in any official quarter. One report was that the 
signal officer had so reported to Gen. Greely, but the latter said 
he had received nothing of that nature.

Directed to Demand the Surrender of the Spanish 
Army at Santiago.

IN ADVANCE OF THE AMERICAN LINES, ONE MILE SOUTH OF 
SANTIAGO DE CUBA, July 4, via Port Antonio, Jamaica, July 5, per the Asso- 
ciated Press Dispatch Boat Cynthia II., via Kingston, Jamaica, July 5, 9 a. m.—At 
noon yesterday, acting under instructions from Washington, Major-General 
Shafter, the commander of the American troops, sent a letter to the commander 
of the Spanish forces defending Santiago, demanding the surrender of the city. 
The message was delivered by Col. Dorst. Three hours elapsed before the firing 
could be stopped. Gen. Toral responded promptly with an absolute refusal to 
surrender. 

Gen. Shafter et noon to-day repeated his demand for the surrender of the city 
and notified Toral that unless Santiago surrendered hostilities would be resumed at 
noon on Tuesday. Up to this evening Toral has not replied to the second request 
for the surrender of the city. 

Conferences with the Consuls of the foreign powers*have been conducted near 
Gen. Wheeler's headquarters. The Consuls said there were 31,000 men, women and 
children, foreign subjects, in the city, and they requested a cessation of hostilities in 
order to enable them to be removed outside Santiago and to be placed under the 
protection of the United States. This was definitely refused by the American com- 
mander, who declined to accept any such responsibility. 

The Consuls were told that it rested with them to insist upon Ger. Linares 
surrendering. 

The conference was resumed at 9 o'clock this morning, when the Consuls ex- 
pressed grave doubts as to the surrender on acrount of the false telegrams in regard 
to Spanish victories and yellow fever among the American troops sent daily to 
Madrid, which caused the Spaniards to think they dare not surrender and return to 
Spain. 

However, the foreign Consuls will demand the surrender of the city, but it is 
doubtful whether they will prevail. ; 

All the negotiations are submitted direct to Washington, thus causing some 
delay , 

Gen. Wheeler telephones to Gen. Shafter and the latter over the military line 
from his tent to the cable station at Guantanamo Bay communicates direct with 
Washingtor 

A courier of the Associated Press at 4 o'clock this aftertloon said no con- 
clusions had been reached. 

Gen. Shafter denies the existence of a general armistice under the white flag 
and it is believed hostilities will recommence on Tusday at 12 o'clock, before which 
time the exodus oi, the 31,000 foreigners will be accomplished. 

The British warships Pallas and Alert and the Austrian warship Maria Teresa 
have been allowed by Rear Admiral Sampson to enter the harbor of Santiago and 
remove foreign subjects.

The oucester’s crew gave the wounded 
men every attentian possible. The shore 
was soon lined with those who had escaped 
from the Maria Teresa and the Almirante 
Oquendo. There was still some men on both 
vessels with the fire commencing to reach 
the magazines and the boxes of aminuni- 
tion lying on the decks. :, 

dozen or more explosions followed the 
firing, the smoke from which covered the 
hillside running down almost io the water's 
edge. Another column of smoke two m Kk 
further to the westward Was observed. The 
Vizcaya was also in flames and was obliged 
to’run ashore to keep from going down. 
The lowa and the Ind.ana were keeping up 
a terrific fire upon her and her condition 
was as bad as that of the others. 

The Brocklyn, Oregon; Massachusetts, 
Texas and several emaller vessels continued 
the chase after the Cr.stobal Colon, and in 
less than an hour were lost to view of the 
purning ships on shore. The Iowa and Tex- 
as both gave assistance to the imperiled 
crew of the Vizcaya. Her captain surren- 
dered his command and the prisoners were 
transferred to the battleship. The Vizcaya 
probably lost about @ men, as she carried 
a complement of #0, and only #0 were 
taken aboard the Iowa, 


CERVERA HEARTBROKEN. 


Soon after Admiral Cervera reached the 
shore and esurr nderd, he was taken to 
the Gloucester at his own request. There 
was no mistaking the heari-broken ex- 
pression upon the old head seaman's 
| face, as he took the proffered hand of Capt. 
Wainwright and was shown to the latter's 


' cabin, but he made every effort to bear 


| bravely the bitter defeat that had come to 
; He thanked the Capta.n of the 
| Gloucester for the words of congratulation 
offered on the gallant fight, and then spoke 
earnestly of his solicitude for the safety 
“ot his men on shore. He informed Capt. 
Wainwright that Cuban soldiers were on 
/ the hills preparing to attack his unarmed 
men, and sa.d he thought his sallors had 
suffered enough in their battle with the 


| American forces and that he was willing 


to surrend r his entire command, but he 
asked that some protection be given his 
men until] they could be taken off in the 
American vessels. 

Capt. Wainwright had heard similar re- 
ports from h.s own officers regard.ng the 
presence of Cubans in the brush, and he 
font a guard of armed sailors ashore to 
' prevent the Spanish prisoners from being 

molested. 

For hours after Admiral Cervera went 
-“board the Gloucester, the Infanta Maria 
Teresa, Almirante Oquendo and Vizcaya 
continued to burn and every now and then 
a deep roar, accompanied by a burst of 
flame and smoRe from the sides of the 
ships would announce the expiosion of 
more ammunition or another magazine. 'As 
the flames shot higher and higher above 
the decks of the magnificent Vessels that 
had. composed Admiral Cervera’s ficet 
many of those who witnessed the scene 
felt it had a strong connection with the 
destruction of the American battleship 
Maine in Havana harbor five months ago. 


WAINWRIGHT’S GOOD WORK. 


Lieutenant-Commander Wainwright, 
commanden of the Gioucester, was execu- 
tive officer of the Maine at the time o 
the disaster and, although he remained in 
Havana harbor two months after the ex 
yomee. he jived on board the dispatch boat 

ern and steadfastly refused to set his 
foot within the city untill, to use his own 
words, the time should come when he 
could go ashore at the head of a landing 
party of American blue jackets. To-day it 
was his ship that sank two Spanish tor- 
pedo boat destroyers and afterwards re- 
ceived the Spanish Admiral aboard as a 
prisoner of war. 

From his pow on the bridge of the 
Gloucester Lieutenant-Cgmmander Wain- 
wright watched the flames and smokes as 
they enveloped the de@éks of the _ three 
greatest warships of the Spanish navy, 
which were soon to be reduced to nothing 
but shattered masts and twisted smoke- 
stacks protruding above the water, similar 
to that other picture in Havana harbor. 
It was not strange, therefore, that he re- 
marked to his brother officers beside him, 
“The Maine is avenged.’ 

Just then the Pluton and the Furor sank. 
The Gloucester’s boat picked us as many 
of the survivors as she could find on the 
shore. 

The prisoners of war Included the cap- 
tains of both boats. None offered any re- 
sistance and were glad to go to the 
Gloucester, as they feared an attack from 
the Cubans, 

A number of the survivors, including of- 
ficers of the Furor, who, it was reported 
had their legs shot off, were scattered al 
alon the coast for some distance and 
cauld not be found. Three officers and 
six men of the Pluton escaped from the 
shore in one of their own boats and pulied 
to the Associated Press dispatch boat 
Wanda, where ny 4 reenained unt‘l] their 
Captain, who was held a prisoner on he 
Gloucester, ordered them to join him on 
the latter vessel. 

The most remarkable feature of the com- 
bat was the fact that, notwithstanding the 
utter destrucion of the Spanish fleet and 
the hard fight those ships made even after 
they were on fire, the American vessels 
should escape without Injury. The only 
pessible «age a of this is the poor 
| marksmans ip of the Spanish gunners, 


which has been so well demonstrated in 
every other conflict of the war.

OR GET OFF THE EARTH. 


THE KID’S FAIR PROPOSITION. 


He Will Personally Contribute $2500 
to a $12,500 Purse Just to Bring 
About Their Meeting. 


Jim Corbett ts fast reaching the Jumping 
off place. 

Kid McCoy !s on his tra!ll and Corbett will 
have to fight him or get off the earth. 

McCoy has challenged Corbett to meet 
him in the arena of the new Hawthorne 
Athletic Ciub at Buffalo. 

Out of his own pocket McCoy agrees to 
add to the purse tendered by the Hawthorne 
Athletic Club and the Manhattan and this 
makes a purse of $15,000. 

The club and the Manhattan company 
had offered $12,500 for Joe Choynski to meet 
McCoy in Buffalo on Aug. 27. Choynski ac- 
cepted and signed articles of agre&nent to 
that end. Afterwards he weakened. He 
evidently did not like the wdy McCoy 
handled Ruhlin and after the battle be- 
tween thoze two Choynsk! concluded he 
wanted none of mcv ors game. 

Later a representative of McCoy waited 
on Corbett and begged the latter tp take 
Choynski'’s place and to meet McCoy on the 
gate originality set for the McCoy-Choynsk! 
battle, 

To a proposition of McCoy's representa- 
tive, W. B. Gray, Corbett responded with 
all sorts of bluffs, all foreign to the ques- 
tion at lesue. 

It was explained to Corbett that.a sug- 
gestion from him would be sufficient as to 
how the purse should go. In other words, 
the winner could take all or any_percen- 
tage of the purse, as Corbett would elect. 

The ex-champion was also tendered an 
interest: in the proceeds that might accrue 
from exhibiting pictures of the bouts, 
which were to be taken by the Manhattan 
Exhibition Co. Corbett -d@clined to meet 
McCoy.

I 
want to force Corbett to a fight—to make him 
show his hand. 1 know he is bluffing, but the 
public may not know this. Under these circum- 
stances he will either have te meet me at 
Buffalo on the date mentioned or acknowledge 
that his statements regarding a desire to meet 
Ine. made at the ringside in the excitement 
following my victory over Gus Rublin in Syra- 
cuse, and also made later in my absence at 
New York, were nothing but the rankest bluffs. 
Please meet Corbett or his authorized agent 
and notify bim as I ve here described to you.

There is no doubt that Gray will place 
this proposition before Corbett at once, 
and if under the cireumstances he refuses 
to meet a man 2% pounds lighter than him- 
sel fhis true position in the work of pugil- 
ism will then be apparent on its.very face.

AN EVENTFUL DAY 
WITH DR. RUNGE. 


Fine Behavior of the Patients and 
Complete Success of the Doctor’s 
Trying Programme of 
Entertainment. 


The patients who just now claim the City 
Insane Asylum as their residence ceéle- 
brated the glorious Feurth Monday and ap- 
peared to have as happy a time as their 
sane brethren. 
In the morning on the lovely campus ada- 
joining the asylum they were allowed to 
roam at will and baseball games and other 
athletic exercises were indudged in. 
In one of the ball games a team of city 
players, supposed to be In their right senses, 
played a game with a nine made up of in- 
sane persons and the contest went forward 
in an orderly and business like way. 
But it was in the afternoon that the pa- 
tients had their real fun. 
Dr. FE. C. Runge, superintendent of the 
asylum, took no less than 600 of his patients 
to the matinee performance at Koerner’s 
Park Theater and gave them front seats 
there. 
“Are you an Insane Asylum patient?’ 
the doorkeeper asked of one of the well- 
dressed visitors, and ‘he replied: 
“I am sorry to say I am. But no; hold 
on. On this occasion I guese I am lucky 
that 1] am mad, or I wouldn't get in here.” 
He was passed in. 
Before the regular performance opened 
Dr. Runge, facing the big audience, made 
up of 600 patients and their 50 Keepers, 300 
or more of their friends and the regular 
patrons ofthe theater, said: 
“We have just received glorious news 
from Cuba. Sampson’s fleet has destroyed 
Cervera’s. Our sailors have taken 1500 
prisoners and lost but a single man. et 
us give three cheers for our gallant sailor 
boys and let us celebrate their brave deed 
by singing ‘The Star Spangled Banner.’ ”’ 
First the cheers were given. Then the 
strange spectacle was witnessed of 600 in- 
sane persons singing the national anthem. 
The theater orchestra accompanied the 
voices and the song was sung in good time, 
and there was a melody about it that eur- 
prised even the veteran performers em.- 
ployed in the theater.

A 
great many in the audience were friends of 
the poor beings in my charge, and to see 
their loved ones enjoying themselves in 
this rational manner was in itself a treat. 
“I know through my own close personal 
observations that great benefit has come to 
my patients from the outdoor exercises and 
the amusement such as we had to-day. I 
can cite two or three instances whge pa- 
tients who have been sour and morose have 
after this sort of entertainment shown a 
wonderful change of disposition and in 
more than one instance cures either perma- 
nent oF temporary, have been effected. 
These performances here will be given 
through the courtesy of Manager elch, 
who has joined me this summer in catering 
to the happiness of my patients and to 
whom I feel indebted for this afternoon's 
entertainment.” 
“Are you not afraid that in taking such a 
large gathering away from the asylum an 
outbreak might eccur?” was the question 
put to the doctor.

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THE NEWS FROM SANTIAGO 


At 1:18 p. m. last Sunday the following official telegram. 
signed by Maj.-Gen. Shafter, was given out by Secretary Al- 
ger to the Associated Press and published in an extra edition 
of the Post-Dispatch: 

WASHINGTON, July 3—The following dispatch was re- 
celved from Gen. Shafter by the War Department at noon to- 
day, via Playa del Este: 
To the Secretary of War. 

July 3: 

We bave the town well Invested north and east, but with ae 
very thin line. 

Upon approaching we find conditions of such a character ana 
the defense so strong it will be {mpossible to carry the town 
by storm with my present forces. 

Our losses up tc date will aggregate 1000, but the list has not 
yet been made up. 

But little sickness outside of exhaustion from the intense 
heat and exertion of the battle from the day before*yesterday 
and the almost conStant fire which is kept up on the trenches. 
Wagon road to the rear is kept up with some difficulty on 
account of rains, but I will be able to use it for the present. 

Gen, Wheeler is seriously ill and will probably have to go 
to the rear to-day. 

Gen. Young ts also very ill; confined to his bed. 

Gen. Hawkins slightly wounded in foot during sortic made 
last night, which Was handsomely repulsed. 

The behavior of the troops was magnificent. 

Gen. Garcia reports he holde the railroad from Santiago to 
San Luis and has PDurned a bridge and removed some raiia. 

Hie also reports that Gen. Pando has arrived at Palma. He 
adds that the French Consul, with about 400 French citizens, 
came into his line yesterday from Santiage. I have directed 
him to treat them with every courtesy poseible. 

SHAFTiinR, Major-General. 

Mr. Walter B. Stevens, the unusually reliable and well- 
posted Washington ‘correspondent of the Globe-Democrat, 
learned on Sunday night and telegraphed his paper that the 
above officially signed and alarming dispatch had been 
“toned down” by the omission of this sentence after the 
fourth paragraph: 

We may have to withdraw from El Caney and rearrange our 
lines. 

Mr. Stevens also learned that there were two other omis- 
sions—one to the effect that Gen. Shafter had been unable to 
leave his tent during the middle of the day during the past 
four days and another stating that he would hold a confer- 
ence with Admiral Sampson as to a new plan of attack. 

This dispatch was officially signed and given out for pub- 
lication to the newspapers having the Associated Press fran- 
chise. 

The news cast a gloom over Washington and over St. Louis 
later when Gen. Shafter’s dispatch was published. 

Yesterday the Post-Dispatch was the first paper to publish 
the glorious officially signed message sent by Sampson, an- 
nouncing the total destruction of Cervera’s fleet. 

Whatever the news may be the Post-Dispatch is the first 
to print it. These facts are recited as answer to the misrep- 
resentations as to the official character of'the news of Sunday 
by a disreputable sheet itching for notice by the -reputable 
newspapers of St. Louis.

3LAMES HIS STEPFATHER. 


Self-Confessed Murderer Removed 
From the Holdover to the Jail 
for Safe-Keeping. 


John Headrick, the self-confessed mur- 
derer of Farmer James Lail of Cape Girar- 
deau County. who is in the St. Louis Jal! 
for safe keeping, says he would not be in 
such a disastrous predicament had he not 
in early youth been deprived of a father's 
care. To hig stepfather he indirectly at- 
tributes his downfall. 

The official commitment for Headrick ar- 
rived Tuesday morning from Cape Girar- 
deau County, and the prisoner was removed 
from the holdover to the jail. He did not 
understand the meaning of the transfer, 
and until assured that he would not be 
harmed he was apprehensive he was to 
be taken back to the scene of his crime. 
Memories of that Capt Girardeau County 
mob from which Headrick escaped haunt 
him still and will continue as a trouble- 
some nightmare. 

“IT have not lived at home since I was 10 
years old,”’ said Headrick, “and I have 
ad no one to advise me. After the death 
of my father, my mother married a man 
who abused me and I had to leave home. 
There was nothing else for me to do but 
secure employment at farm labor, and 
that is not very encouraging—working 12 
and 14 hours daily at the very hardest 
kind of labor

me, so far as she had the power, but the 
man she married rules her so closely that 
she dared not say much in my favor.

Expert Cracksmen Enter 
Wolf's Shoe Store. 


BETWEEN $500 AND 
$600 IN MONEY STOLEN. 


VALUABLE WATCHES, PAPERS 
AND DOCUMENTS UN- 
TOUCHED. 


DETECTIVES PUZZLED 
OVER THE GOOD JOB. 


Mystery Appears to Be How the Bur- 
glars Effected an Entrance, Since 
Doors, Windows and Locks 
Appear Undisturbed. 


The safe in the shoe store of J. 8. Wolf 
at 107 North Broadway was forced open by 
burglars some time between 12:30 midday 
Monday and 7:30 Tuesday morning and from 
$500 to $600 in money stolen. 

The job was done by expert cracksmen 
and was one of the boldest and most daring 
committed in ‘St. Louis for years. It 
brings the police and detective force back 
to the time when the Jim French and 
Frank Moore gang operated here five years 
ago. But for the fact that the mémbers of 
this gang are now all doing time the Wolf 


robbery would probably be Jaid at their 


door. 

As it is. Chief Desmond and his men are 
at sea as to the identity of the robbers. 
They say that in all probability a band of 
erackemen has. struck the city, coming 
from somewhere in the Last. 

J. S. Wolf's shoe store on Broadway is in 
the heart of the city, being situated next 
door to the large and handsome Burlingion 
Building and only one block from_ the 
Pianters’ Hotel. It is on the west side of 
‘the street and extends from its Broadway 
entrance to a depth of 150 feet to an alley. 
Above the store is a lodging house. In the 
roof are several skylights, extending back 
from the lodging house. The front doors 
are double and Tocked with a key and an 
upper and lower bolt. The back door of the 
store consists of a double door, one opening 
into the store, the other opening into a rear 
room. At the back of the latter, leading 
into the alley, is another door, opening in- 
side, flanked by a gate common to down- 
town stores. 

All these doors lock on the inside by bolts 
and latches, It would have been impossi- 
ble for the robbers to have forced their way 
through this network of doors; neither 
could they pass through the front door ex- 
cept by the use of skeleton keys. The eky- 
lights show no signs of having been tam- 
pered with. Where the robbers got into the

The burglars had 
succeeded in | the outer door w.th- 
out using force. en, by means of the 
brace one a bit, which they failed to leave 
in the place, or bored through the brass 
circle forming e lock, leaving space 
enough to draw back the catch. By use 
of a pointed drill, deadened with the sock, 
they hammered the entire lock ghrough the 
door, where it fell on the in#de @f the 
safe. This opened the inner door and they 
helped themselves to all the cash in sight, 

r. Wolf is not positive of the exact 
amount he had in the safe, as he did not 
make up his cash balance Saturday. All 
the money for Saturday and Sunday sales 
from both the store at 107 North Broadway 
and his other store at 812 Olive street were 
in the safe. He thinks the amount is 
something close to $00. Mr. Wolf carried 
no burglary insurance.

hought of a specific attack upon any 
particular class of politicians, meant 
the general class. I meant no specific at- 
tack upon the present administration, but 
upon the system which exists and which 
can only exist by the assent, tacit or other- 
wise, of the people who choose the office- 
holders. 

“In my sermon I said: “To-morrow it will 
be 122 years since the memorable declara- 
tion that true government is “of the people, 


by the people, for the people,” and yet to- 
day in certain departments—especially in 
our large cities—it seems to read, “‘of the 
politicians, by the politicians, for the polli- 
ticlans.”” Nor are the politicians alone to 
blame. We have not yet come to believe 
our declaration.

So the fault lies not with the declar- 
ation, but with the people. 

“ ‘Here in this city we have a& govern- 
ment. Is there any sane man who leves 
that officeholders are using theif offices 
with the sole purpose of serving the peo- 
ple, of making this vigorous, progressive 
city an honor to the people and the fairest 
home of this nation? 

*“ ‘Look at the Charter amendments! It is 
not my purpose to tell you how to vote, 
But can any thinking man be sus- 
piclous when he rea them over, and re. 
members that the petition’ of 50,000 citizens 
asking that eome sort of merit system be 
submitted was thrown out entirely? More- 
over, what Is the record of the administra- 
tion? Is it, in the public estimation, clean 
and patriotic? Do not blame the officehold- 
ers only—blame the people, too. We need 
fhe spirit of patriotism. Public office is a 
ublic trust and the man who uses his office 
or selfish ends is a traitor of the meanest 
sort, for he sells himself, his honor, hia 
Integrity and the rights of the people for 
the greed of owe 7 

Resuming, ean Davis sald: “My re- 
marks were to aid In the awakening of the 
pease conscience. If I used this tnstance to 
Illustrate my point it was with a view to 
general application, not to specific cases.” 

Nevertheless, that the arter amend- 
ments should serve even to “point a morai” 
in a sermon is indeed significant.
